It | forms a pampbiet 
of ‘thirty-four pages. in a review of 
the circumstances leading up to the events 
of last fall, which bave proved so momen- 
tous tothe Knights of Labor, Mr. Powderly 
alludes to the candidacy of John O’Keefe, in 
1802, against Mr. Sayers for the office of 
General Secrotary-Treasurer, which was 
followed by Mr. O’Keefe’s discharge 
by Mr. Hayes from his position in the 
generalofice. Mr. O’Keefe’s complaint to 
the General Executive brought to slight com- 
piaints from other general office employes, 
all members of the order, of being watched, 
Gogged and browbDeaten.

GILLESPIE, III., Jane 14.—The statement by Gen- 
eral Manager Simpson of the Consolidated Coa! Co. 
that the strike in [llineis is practically at an end is 
watrue. There is just as much of « strike here now 
as there ever hes been, and the miners are deter- 
mined to stand firm to the bitter end if necessary. 

THE COMMITTEE. 

When this dispatch was shown Mr. Simp- 
son he dictated the following, and declined 
to give any further particulars: 

The situation, so far as the coal strike ts con- 
cerned, is practicality the same as it has deen for 
some days past. The contentions among the miners 
over the scales adopted at Columbus may prolong 

matters, and by means of meetings in the several 
districte keep the diecussion open for a few day 
more, but tt does not seem possible that the otek 
will be much further prelionged. 

General Manager Crabb of the madison 
Coal Co. returned this morning from a trip 
tothe company’s mines at Mt. Olive, *‘Al- 
though the strike ig not yet ended, said 
Mr. Crabb,’’ I tnink it soon will be.

THE IRON TRADE. 


Considerable Bessemer Ore Recently Sold 
at an Advance. 


New Tonk, June l4.—A good deal of des- 
semer ore has been sold during the past 
three or four weeks and an advance of about 
10 to 15 cents per ton over the lowest prices 
has been secured. For delivery during the 
next three months $11 to $11.26 is being asked 
for bessemer pig in the valleys. The prices 
at which bessemer is held have encouraged 


Preparations to start some outside. idle 
plants and have caused some furnaces which 
run on foundry iron usually to switch off on 
bessemer.
